The following is a summary report of Milwaukee 
LCN related murders which includes a review of the following 
files: "GANGMURS"; AUGUST J. MANIACI - VICTIM; RICO (A); 00:

VICTIM; RICO (А)", MI 183-149. For each of these files 
information will be broken down according to victim and will 
include the facts of the particular incident and physical 
evidence, a synopsis of the investigation including infor- 
mant information and a statement of the subjects and 
rationale behind the two murders and the attempted murder. 


AUGUST MANIACI 
Facts 


On 9/11/75, Maniaci was found murdered at 

the rear of his residence, 2121 North Newhall Avenue, 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin.  Maniaci had been shot seven times 
five of which were to the head, by a .22 caliber Browning 
automatic equipped with a silencer. Witnesses to the 
event surrounding the murder identified а 1964 black 
Рога registered to Triangle Wholesale Corporation of 
Kenosha in the alley behind Maniaci's home minutes before 
the murder. Three unsubs were further identified as 











follows:

Unsub #1 was a white male, age 18 to 22, black 
or dark brown hair with length below the ears and at 
mid neck, 6' tall, 150 pounds, slender to medium build, 
hair appeared very thin and when unsub ran, the hair 
blew in the wind.

30's with black full length hair, straight in appearance,

Rationale 


The apparent motive behind the murder of 
August Maniaci as related through informants’ informa- 
tion appears to be rivalry and personal dislike between 
Maniaci and LCN boss Frank Balistrieri. It is known 
that at the time Frank Balistrieri took over leadership 
of the Milwaukee family, ostensibly through marriage, 
that many local individuals felt that Maniaci rightfully 
deserved the position. Apparently Balistrieri considered 
Maniaci as the potential leader of another LCN faction 
in Milwaukee and as somewhat of an "outlaw" as there 
is information indicating that Maniaci and Balistrieri 
had personally argued over Balistrieri kicking Maniaci 
out of the Milwaukee LCN and Maniaci's failure to con- 
tribute a percentage of his take from burglaries to 
Balistrieri's operation. The death of Chicago LCN boss 
San Giancana, allegedly a friend and protector of Maniaci, 
evidently paved the way for Balistrieri's orchestration 
of the Maniaci murder.

Facts 


On 8/17/77, 20 sticks of Red Arrow Dupont 70% 
dynamite and a one pound booster wrapped in 2" aluminum 
colored duct tape was discovered on the fire wall of 
Maniaci's vehicle. The dynamite bomb was discovered 
by a garage mechanic after Maniaci had driven the auto- 
mobile and complained of failure to acceleràte beyond 
25 to 30 miles an hour. The bomb interfered with the 
travel of throttle linkage and failed to detonate upon 
ignition of the automobile due to a faulty electrical 
connection to the ignition coil. 


Investigation 


Tracing of dynamite proved unproductive beyond 
the fact that it was part of 431 cases produced in 8/75 
at Potomoc Works in West Virginia. FBI Laboratory report 
concluded that there were no latent prints obtained 
from the aluminum tape but that one dark brown head 
hair, 3" in length with undefined racial characteristics 
but suitable for comparison, was obtained from the 
specimens delivered to the FBI Laboratory by the Milwaukee 
Police Department Bomb Squad. (Comparison samples as of this 
date have been submitted with no matching reported as yet.) 


The Milwaukee Division became aware of the 
possible attempt on the life of Vince Maniaci through 
surveillances conducted of the activities of Steve 
Di Salvo. Di Salvo was observed and photographed meeting 
with various members and associates of Milwaukee and 
Chicago LCN who were jointly engaged in ascertaining 
the whereabouts and movements of Vince Maniaci. Оп 
6/28/77, Di Salvo was observed with a white male, later 
identified as Chicago LCN associate Nick George Montos 
while driving in a 1977 white over red Thunderbird, 
Wisconsin license plate GP8974.

Other investigation included the observation 
on 7/19/77 of John Molle, Kansas City LCN figure, in 
the company of Peter Balistrieri. Investigation at 
Kansas City did not substantiate any involvement by 
Molle in the attempted bombing of Maniaci. Molle was 
characterized as a "retired member" of that LCN family. 
It is known that Molle and the Balistrieris are somehow 
related and that recently both Frank and Peter Balistrieri 
have purchased Cadillac automobiles from a Molle auto 
dealership in Missouri. 


Rationale 


As related above, substantial involvement 
by Milwaukee and Chicago LCN figures in the planning 
phases of the attempted assassination of Vincent Maniaci 
has been substantiated by this office through observation 
and photographs. The apparent motive behind the attempt 
on Maniaci's life was again the Maniaci-Balistrieri 
rivalry. Source information indicated that at the 
time of the death of August Maniaci, Vincent Maniaci 
Swore revenge. Partially out of threat of this revenge and 
as a further consolidation of power in Milwaukee by 
Frank Balistrieri, the planning to murder Maniaci began 
as soon as Maniaci returned,to the Milwaukee area and 
was residing in a halfway house after his release from 
Federal prison. At least at one time subsequent to 
Maniaci's relocation to Hawaii after the attempted 
bombing, his return to Milwaukee has been thwarted : 
by continued fear for his personal safety and possibly 
a renewal of threats. August Palmisano, a close personal 
friend of Vincent Maniaci and who was publicly upset 
and vocal over the attempted bombing of Maniaci, was 
subsequently murdered himself by a dynamite bomb. 
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AUGUST PALMISANO 
Facts 


On 6/30/78, Palmisano was killed instantaneously 
by a dynamite bomb upon starting the ignition of his 
automobile parked in the underground garage beneath 
his apartment building. There were no injuries to other 
persons, but there was approximately $20,000 in property 
damage and $4,000 in structural damage, $7,000 was the value 
of Palmisanots 1977 Mercury and $9,000 damage to other vehicles 
parked in the vicinity of the explosion. Amongst the bomb 
debris collected by the Milwaukee Police Department Bomb Squad 
was an alligator clip, but no residual of duct tape similar 
to that used to wrap the bomb located undetonated in 
Vincent Maniaci's vehicle was found. Although verbally 
apprised of the negative results of the analysis by 
the Wisconsin Crime Lab, this office has not been 
provided a copy of the report by the Miiwaukee Police 
Department. Physical evidence does include several 
color photographs of the bombing scene taken by the 
Milwaukee Office of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms (ATF).

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CONCLUSION 


It is apparent from the summary of information 
presented above that Frank Balistrieri has orchestrated 
both murders and the attempted bombing. The main reason 
behind this seems to be Balistrieri's desire to solidify 
his position as head of the Milwaukee LCN and its 
associated hoodlum element. The Maniacis and Palmisano 
were evidently considered threats to Balistrieri's 
power position and leaders of any potential rival 
faction. The use of murder as the ultimate tool in 
dealing with opposition has been quite effective in 
not only removing the threats and consolidating power 
but as an example to the rest of the Milwaukee under- 
world. This particular lesson, as Balistrieri has 
attempted to teach it, must be a considered a potential 
factor in eliciting cooperation from those individuals

This office is currently conductins a Racketeer 
Influenced and Corrupt Organization (RICO) - Murder investi- 
sation concerning the attempted bombing of Vincent J. Maniaci 
on August 17, 1977, your case number 123614, and the bombins 
death of August S. Palmisano on June 30. 1978, your case numbers 
2259 and M-1340, both at Milwaukee, Wisconsin. Though it is 
the opinion of law enforcement in seneral that both of these 
erimes were related, they have not been linked by witnesses 
or by physical evidence obtained in both cases. 


As no witnesses have come forth to date in these 
matters and in an effort to deternine if there was any physical 
evidence to link these two cases totether, this office reviewed 
laboratory reports prepared in both cases. The laboratory 
examination of physical evidence recovered in the attempted 
bombins of Maniaci was conducted by the FRI Laboratory, and 
the laboratory examination of physical evidence recovered in 
the bombing death of Palmisano was conducted by the Jisconsin 
state Crine Lab. However, there has been no sinsle laboratory 
coaparison of the evidence obtained in these cases. A review 
of the inventoried lists of physical evidence obtained in both 
of these cases has revealed that alligator clips and leg wires 
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were obtained at the scene of both crimes. Contact with your 
Jepartment has confirned that these items have not been sub- 
jected to а sinrle laboratory examination. 


In view of the above, this office respectfully 
requests that your department subait for laboratory comparison 
the alligator clips and ler wires recovered in both of the 
above cases to ascertain if there are апу similarities bv 
manufacturer, desicn or size and if а tool mark or other 

xamination could be conducted to link these itens torether. 
ouch examination could be conducted by the FBI Laboratory, 
with a request that a copy of the results of such comparisons 
be furnished to this office.
